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A MOTHER’ 8. ADVICE TO HER SON. 

The following letter, written in.1771, by .a moth- 
er whose. son had just enlisted in» the English 
navy, presents a powerful sermon to all sons: 

“My Dear Son: As We are soon to be separated 
for a long time, perhaps forever, you must sup- 
pose that I have many things in my heart I wish. 
to say to you, but as I fear my spirits are not 
equal to the task I shall take this calmer method 
jof giving you a few loose hints which I hope may 
be of service to your future life. You ate now 
‘going to launch into a world full.of allurements 
and temptations at a time when reason is weakest 
and the passions alweays ready to follow every 
excitement to what is called pleasure. It is, 
therefore, at this important period that you should 
be most attentive to fix in your mind such reso- 
lutions in your conduct that you may become a 
good (that is, a happy) man and a worthy mem- 
ber of society. Let. me, then, recommend it to 
you never to be tempted on any occasion whatever 
to deviate from the laws of truth, never suffer 
yourself to hide any of your faults or follies by 
known or premeditated falsehood; it argues a 
meanness of spirit that no good qualities can com- 
pensate for, and, indeed, it is such an underminé 
that those who for trifling advantages can ever 
forfeit.their word, generally with that forfeit the 
esteem and regard of all mankind, and couse- 
quently must be so much sunk as to become dc- 
spicable even in their own eyes. A firm adher- 
ence to truth will also lead you to be strictly bon- 
est in every intercourse you may have with offers; 
contract no debts but such as you have abilities 
to repay, and in this let prudence be your guide, 
that you may proportion your expenses to your 
circumstances, and not from a vain desire of ap- 
pearing above your rank or fortune draw yourself 
into inconvenience that may be very difficult, per- 
haps impossible, to extricate yourself from. 

The real wants of life are very few, the imag- 
inary oned inhtimeradle, so that if you once exceed 
'the limits you ought to prescribe for yourself y9u 
will never know where to stop, but may be hurried 
on from one degree of extravagance to another 
until you bring upon your head shame, ruin and 
utter destruction; nor is the discharge of pecuniary 
engagement the only debt you should be attentive 
to; those of gratitude should make a deep im- 
pression upon your mind and influence all your 
actions; forget not the benefits you receive from 
others, and tho’ the kindness of your friends may 
cotifer such as yoti cah never repay; yet let them 
always be acknowledged in the best Manner you 
can, and if heaven should ever bless you with af- 
fluence be careful to attempt a return, nor be 
ashamed to own an obligation, tho’ received from 
one of the meanest of the people. I shall say 
nothing of debts of honor, for I sincerely hope you 
will never contract any; the pernicious conse- 
quences of gaming are such that it destroys the 
fortune, the health and the peace of mind for- 
ever. Avarice and extravagance, however oppo- 
site they may seem, are the passions which lead to 
this vice; if, therefore, you will avoid the latter, 
the former will never trouble you, for he that 
makes his circumstances and his desires coincide 
will never wish to gain riches by any unfair or 
unjustifiable method. Therefore, whenever you 
are tempted to play, let it be for such trifles as 
‘may not ‘hurt your mind or injure your fortune, 
for if you ever deviate from this rule you admit 
into your breast a thousand tormenting furics that 
will lead you to destruction as well as misery. 
Every passion is in alarm, and the whole man 
plunged into the commission of such actions that 
perhaps a little before he would have shuddered 
at with horror; and along with the many evils it 
occasions, drinking is one of the first, as the bot- 
tle is the sovereign baim to drown every care, 
but, alas! reflection will intrude and the morning 
agonies are a séveré punishment for the debauch 
ofthe night. ‘Tis an old adage, “When the wine ir 
in the wit is out.’ The truth of this is dally ex- 
perienced by the many dreadful effects it brings 
upon the innocent and the guilty, and he who 
goes on in a persistent course of drunkenness not 
only destroys his own peace but that of society. 
Time and reflection may get the better of other 
vices, but this saps the very foundation of our 
reason and so debilitates our faculties that they 
can never be executed for any good or laudable | 


Whenever you exceed these bounds many are 
the inconveniences that will be brought upon your- 
self as well as the weak and defenseless sex. 1 
know the strength of passions, the customs of the 
world and the force of example lead men into 
gratifications which are not authorized either by 
the laws of reason or the strict rules of morality, 
but let me entréat you, ag you would hope for 
peace of mind in your latter days, never tO have 
the seduction of innocence lay heavy at your 
heart, never take advantage from the weakness 
of resolution or @ partiality to yourself to betray 
the harmless and unthinking, and do not suppose 
you have @ fight to seduce the unwary bedanse 
they may be of a rank inferior to your own. Con- 
sider the heartfelt agonies you may bring upon 
an unhappy parent or family, who perhaps are 
more worthy members of society than yourself, 
and who may find poverty and distress a load 
suffi¢ient to groan under without the additional 
cruelty of shame and disgrace brought upon the 
unfortunate object of your unwarrantable affec. 
tion. I shall not say anything on the subject of 
personal courage. I have no idea that the name 
of Englishman and coward can be blended to- 
gether, and as the profession you have.chosen en- 
titles your country to your services, and even 
your life, you ought at aN times be ready and at 
every reasonable-call sacrifice every private inter- 
est for its good and benefit. As, therefore, your 
life is no longer your own, but dedicated to the use 
of the public, you should be particularly careful 
not to hazard it in drunken frolics or that more 
fashionable way of dueling, which generally pro- 
ceeds from very unworthy motives, either to de- 
fend some shameful action or perhaps an aband- 
oned prostitute. Such behavior is not agreeable 
to the laws of honor, however it may have at- 
tained that name, nor can it be justified either 
by the laws of God or man. And now I have men- 
tioned the laws of God, do not look upon me ag 
an old woman or an enthusiast when I wish to im- 
press a due sense of religion on your mind. While 
you obey its dictates you will never want support 
under the most trying circumstances. A strict 
adherence to every moral'principle and a firm re- 
liance upon the Almighty will certainly defend’ you 
against the crosses and disappointments of this 
life and will assuredly prepare you for that eternal 
happitiess.to come. If you are fit to live, my dear 
son, you will be fit to die, and he certainly will 
have most cottrage who has not the terrors of an 
evil conscience to haunt and distract him.

PROF. SEE AND THE MARTIANS. 
“Life exists wherever a star twinkles,” says 
Prof. Thomas J. See, the distinguished Missourt | 
astronomer. Other planets have night and day, 
the seasons, warmth, atmosphere, the same as the 
earth, he adds. If this is the only planet to be 
inhabited, life here must be a mistake. It is said 
his labors in the future will be devoted princi- 
pally to proving that it is not a mistake. 
If science is not yet sufficiently advanced to 
enable him to do this, it may be remembered that 
arguments, based as his is, on meager data only, 
but fortified by analogy, are by no means the 
least satisfactory of astronomical arguments. The 
achievements of astronomers of one generation 
have consisted largely in furnishing proof for just 
stich arguments advanced by astronomers of pre- 
ceding generations. 
The ancients made estimates as to the size 
of the earth and the distance of heavenly 
bodies which modern methods show to be start- 
lingly accurate. Thales, 2500 years ago, contend- 
ed that the earth is round and that the moon gets 
its light from the sur. Hipparchus, 2100 years 
ago, figured the length of the’ year within six 
minutes and made a catalogue of stars. The 
Chinese have a 400-year record of eclipses. They 
observed the obliquity of the ecliptic and ante- 
dated Metron by 2000 years in discovering the 
metronic cycle. Siam, 3000 years before Christ, 
had ah astronomy approximating in many fea- 
tures the accuracy of the astronomy of today. 
Prof. Gee is in good company. Pythagoras was 
among those who believed the planets are inhab- 
ited.

the Capitol” quit the service of the 
Commonwealth that week to become 
Mre. John Edgar Wells of 2026 Lyn- 

dale avenue.

Definite Proposals as to Wages 
and Hours Will Be Sought 
From Employers This Week. 


Miss Josephine K. Casey, national 
organizer of the Garment Workers’ 
Union, yesterday’ said she wil] issue 
a fina] challenge this week to officials 
of the Cloak and Suit Manufacturers’ 
Association to meet representatives of 
the 900 strikers before the 8tate 
Board of Arbitration with a definite 
proposal of hours and wages, 

Miss Casey charges the employers 
with attempting to shift the responsi- 
bility of failure in the two attempts 
of the arbitration board to amicably 
adjust the grievance. She gays the 
board has been presented with a 
definite proposal by the strikers that 
hours be limited to 47% a week, ani 
that a shop committee be recognized 
in each ghop for the purpose of agree- 
ing with employers upon a rate of 
piecework pay for cach class of gar- 
ment manufactured. 

“In response to this, the represen- 
tatives of the manufacturers’ agsocia- 
tion have refused to lay before the 
board of arbitrators or the strikers 
a definite proposal regarding either 
wages or hours of work,” declared 
Miss Casey to a reporter.” 
nite plan was offered us, we might 
accept it, but the employers refuse 
to say more than that if the men and 
girls go back to work there will be no 
trouble about wages. 


Must Have Definite Understanding. 
“Those on strike never will accept 


such an assurance and ‘(return to 
work, About three hundred have left 


shops, but the 600 on strike now are 
determined to have a definite unjer 
standing before they will return. 
“Statements have been made to news- 
papers by manufacturers reflecting on 
the labor leaders, and accusing them of 
deliberately keeping the strikers out 
when they want to return. These 


them know it, but they are afraid the 
responsibility for avoiding arbitration 
will be placed on them, where it be- 
longs. It is the first principle of eur 
union to seek arbitration and our na- 
tional censtitution provides that we must 
attempt to arbitrate all grievances.” 

The State Board of Arbitration assem- 
bled twice in St. Louis recently in an 
effort to settle the strike, which began 
Aug. 12. At each meeting neither side 
had representatives present at the same 
time. Negotiations then were carried on 
separately. 

Miss Mary Buckley, 
unteered her services to the strikers in 
an effort to bring about a settlement, 
corroborates Miss Casey’s declaration 
that the strikers are willing to consider 
a definite proposal 
tion, made either directly or through 
the State Board of Arbitration. 

Samuel Glassman, secretary of the 


yesterday inviting representatives of the 
Cleak and Suit Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion to meet the strikers directly and 
not through the dJabor officials, if they 


that may end the strike. Glassman’s 
letter declared that it is not a fact that 


the employers were unable to talk di- 
rectly to the strikers.

Admits Soliciting $5000 Bond 
From Shoe Company While 
Bill Was Under Consider- 
ation. 


HIS COMMISSION WAS $3 


Also Admits Getting $22,500 In- 
surance Business, but Pleads 
Ignorance of Law. 


The discovery of a letter attached 
‘to a bond on file at the City Register’s 
office led to the admission yesterday by 
William Protzmann, chairman of the 
Public Improvements Committee of the 


City Council, that he solicited and ob- 
tained the business of writing a $5000 
bond and §22,500 insurance for the Regal 
Shoe Co. This act, it has been held,( 
makes him liable to expulsion from the 
Council. Protzmann is president of the 
Protzmann Realty & Insurance Co., 
1518 Cass avenue. 

These transactions occured soon 
after he introduced and got passed in 
the Council an ordinance permitting 
the shoe concern to make an excava- 
tion beneath its building at Sixth 
street and Washington avenue. The 
bond, as is required by law was filed 
with the city to protect it against 
damages and to insure that the pro- 
visions of the bill authorizing the 
work would be carried out. 
Investigated Bullding Conditions. 
Formerly, as a member of the com- 
mittee of which he is now chairman, 
as it still 
is, to investigate the conditions of 
building operations for which per- 
mits are asked of the Municipal <As- 
sembly, and to report to the Council 
for or against the proposals. 

In an opinion given by City Counselor 
Walther more than two vears ago, at 
the request of the Council, it was held 
that, as the Council passes on the valid- 
ity of bonds of this nature, it would be 
improper for a member of that body to 
supply them. He quoted statutes which, 
in his judgment, would make a trans- 
action of the sort a misdemieanor and 


slo from the Council. 
The letter which gave rise to the reve- 
lation was written on the stationery of 
the American Fidelity Co. of Montpelier, 
Vt., and was as follows: 
“April 1, 1912. Protzmann Realty and 
Insurance Co., 1518 Cass avenue, St. 
Louis. Gentlemen—Re bond $1133, Regal 
Shoe Co.: We inclose herewith above 
bond, also extracts from minutes of the 
board of directors of the Regal Shoa 
Co., which we trust will serve the pur- 
pose. Very respectfully, 

“J. R. HARKINS AGENCY CoO., 

**1043 to 1047 Pierce Building.”’ 

The Harkins concern is the local repre- 
sentative of the American Fidelity Co. 
Relates Transaction in Detail. 
When the letter was called to 
Protzgmann’s attention Friday by a 
Post-Dispatch réporter, he stated tha: 
he had no recollection of the transac- 
tion referred to. 
But yesterday, after consulting his 
books and files, he was able to relate 
the bond trasaction in detail. 
He said that George W. Hellmuth, an 
architect in charge of the excavation 
for the shoe company, went to him with 
a letter of intreduction from the Coun- 
cilman’s personal friend, Walter W. 
Candy, president of the Busy Bee Candy 
Co. Hellmuth applied to Protzmann, 
as a member of the Public Improve- 
ments Committee of the Council, to act 
as sponsor for a bill authorizing the 
work planned by the shoe concern. 
Protzmann agreed, and the bill was 
passed. Then, said the Councilman, he 
remarked to Hellmuth that the com- 
pany would be compelled to supply a 
bond and asked that the business be 
Siven to him. The Councilman also 
understood, he said he told Hellmuth, 
that the company was about to take 
out $12,000 fire insurance. Hellmuth 
replied, said Protzmann, that he 
would advise the company to award 
both business transactions to the of- 
ficial who had fathered its ordinance. 

Protzmann’s Commission 83. 
Protzmann placed the $5000 bond with 
the American Fidelity Co. through its 
local agents. He stated that the 
premium on the bond was $20, and that 
his personul! commission was $3. 
Then the Councilman took from his 
files a letter which he said he himself 
had written to E..D. Gould, assistant 
treasurer of the Regal Shoe Co., in Bos- 
ton.

PLYMOUTH, Mass., Oct. 25.—An in- 
sistent denial that she ever gave her 
husband poison, brought to a close today 


the direct examination of Mrs. Jennie 
May Eaton, widow of Rear Admiral 
Joseph G. Eaton, with whose murder 
she is charged. 

Sitting im the witness box Where she 
had passed the day reviewing the story 
of her life; Mrs. Eaton leaned forward 
in her earnestness, but her face still 
bore a trace of its habitual easy smile 
as her counsel, William A. Morse, put 
the concluding questions as to her gullt. 

“Do you know anything about 
poison?” she was asked. 

‘No, sir, I do not,” she replied. 

“Did you administer any white ar- 
senic to your husband?’ 

“Why, that ig the most absurd thing 
I ever heard of,” replied the witness. 
‘No, sir, never tn my life,” she added. 

“Did you ever give your husband any 
other poison?” 

“No, never,”” was the reply. 
Adjournment Taken Until Monday. 

Attorney Morse announced at this 
point that: the direct examination was 
ended and adjournment was taken until 
Monday when the State will cross-ex- 
amine the defendant. 

Mrs.’ Eaton described her life with the 
Admiral as that of a wife devoted to 
his comfort and striving to lift from 
his shoulders the burden of debt under 
which he labored. She declared that she 
had sacrificed her jewels to assist in 
supporting the family. 

Mrs. Eaton said her husband was 
despondent at times, particularly 
after indulgence in drugs, and that it 
was also when under the influence 
of those drugs that he had flirted 
with other women. She denied that 
she was a jealous wife, but added 
that she was jealous at such times of 
her husband's dignity as a Rear Ad- 
miral of the Navy. 

Regarding letters to Miss Grace P. 
Howard of New Bedford, and others, 
complaining of her husband's alleged 
flirtations, Mrs. Eaton said she wrote 
these only because she wanted to 
show ir court the state of the Admi- 
ral’s mind should it be found that the 
adopted child which had died had 
been killed by poison. 

Denies Doetor’s Testimony. 

Mrs. Eaton denied portions of the tes- 
timony given earlier in the trial by Dr. 
Cc. H. Colgate of Rockland. Dr. Coilgat+ 
had testified that Mrs. Eaton asked his 
assistance in having the Admiral com- 
mitted to an asylum. 

She testified that she asked Dr. Col- 
gate to examine her husband to better 
his condition, as the Admiral’s poor

U. S. INTERESTED 
IN ELECTIONS 


Advices Confirming Fall of 
Monterey Enliven Discus- 
sion at Washington. 

By Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 2%. — Official 
Washington tonight awaits with keen 
interest the outcome of tomorrow's elec- 
tions in Mexico under supervision of 
the Huerta Provisional Government, rec- 
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ognition of Which already has been de- 
nied by the American Government. 

Interest in the outcome was enlivened 
by the news of the fall of Monterey into 
the hands of the rebel forces, the sum- 
moning by Gen. Huerta to Mexico City 
of Gen. Diaz, one of the presidential 
candidates, and discussion of the re 
ported determination of the Washington 
administration to notify foreign pow- 
ers that any interference in Mexico 
would be regarded as an act unfriendly 
to the United States. 

The State Department has no official 
advices concerning Felix Diaz. Last re- 
ports here, unofficial, were that Dias 
was staying at a@ hotel adjoining the 
American consulate. 

In the absence from Washington of 
President Wilson and Secretary Bryan 
the official Government was silent, but 
reports from Paris that foreign powers 
were exchanging views on a proposition 
to co-operate with this nation in some 
concerted Mexican policy, following to- 
morrow’s elections, were received with 
marked interest in Government depart- 
ments. 

Significance was attached to these dis- 
patches from abroad, comeng on the 
heels of the reports from Washington 
that the President and Secretary of 
State were at work on a pronuncia- 
mento which would define this nation’s 
attitude with relation to the policy in 
Mexico of the foreign nations and also 
to the statement issued in Philadelphia 
by Senator Bacon, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee to 
the effect that the interests of the 
United States in Mexico are “infinitely 
greater’ than those of the other great 
powers. 

Chief interest here in the elections 
is the manner in which the election 
returns will be handled and how the 
vote will be canvassed in view of the 
overthrow by Huerta of the legislative 
body which is the legally constituted 
authority for review of the returns. 

It was because of the dissolution of 
Congresg and the arrest of its mem- 
bers that the Washington administra- 
tion gave notice that it could not rec- 
ognize tomorrow's election. Whether 
Huerta will appoint a special election 
board, turn the ballots over to the 
Supreme Court or permit them to be 
reviewed by a new Congress shown to 
have been chosen on the face of the 
returns, is not known here. Whatever 
method is resorted to, it was pointed 
out, would have no effect on the de- 
termination of this Government not to 
recognize the result. 

Bilection News to Be Tardy. 

Plans were made tonight in the State 
Department to keep in communication 
with Mexican points tomorrow as close- 
ly as possible. Secretary Bryan re- 
turned late tonight to be at his office 
Sunday.

AT LEAS! HAS A 
CHAMPIONS STYLE 


Local Featherweight’s Knack of 
Making the Other Fellow Lead 
Emphasizes His Capability. 


BRIGHT CAREER IN SIGHT 
Properly Handled, Benny’Should 
Stand Wear and Tear of 
Many Ring Battles.

No more enthusiastic outburst of ap- 
plause has greeted a St. Louis boxer 
than was tendered Benny McGovern 
when he entered the ring of the Future 
City Athletic Club about a month ago 
to box ‘Tickle’ Sanders, the Memphis 
featherweight. vontrast this with the 
oft-made claim of his detractors that his 
style of milling is decidedly unpopular. 
How do you account for it? 

It is said, and with some show of 
merit, that Benny is not aggressive 
enough, that he makes his opponent 
do the leading. That 
but it is qhe characteristic style of 
the present vougilistic champion of 
the world, whose boast it is that he 
can make any man in the world lead 
to him, and when he does he has 
gained a decided edge. It is the 
means to an 2nd with some boxers 
and gains victories, and these vic- 
tories are won vwithout having suf- 
fered punishment in the wear and 
tear of a slugging battle, and the 
victors last lounger in their chosen 
profession. They are demonstrating 
in the highest degree the “art of 
self-defense.” 

McGovern may not be aggressive 
enough to suit some of his critics, 
but he escapes punishment—and has 
he ever boxed a man since he turned 
professional that did? 

“Tickle” Sanders is McGovern’s latest 
victim, and after being defeated he paid 
tribute to his conquerer. ‘‘Perhaps some 
people thing,’’ said Sanders, “and I am 
told that they do, that McGovern ign’t 
strong and can't hit, byt I have boxed 
lightweights ani few of them .are 
stronger than Renny, or hurt any 
more. He can take care of himself 
in the clinches, and his blows are so 
well-timed, with snap to them, that 
they hurt. He may not*be a Knocker- 
out, but he punishes. 


Benny’s Too Clever. 


“It is true he doesn't lead much, 
but he is clever enough to make his 
opponent do it. He makes you think 
he is going to lead, then he doesn’t 
do it, and you lead to him, missing, 
perhaps, with right and left, and 
then he steps in and stings you and 
gets away before you know it. I call 
that clever work.” 

And so it is that McGovern is crit- 
lcised—yet, applauded. 

It is likely true that the average 
boxing fan likes the excitement of 
a rough-and-ready, slashing, smash- 
ing, slugging beut, but, in the. last 
analysis, it is the development of

boxers have gone elsewhere and been wal- 
loped for a. fare-you-well, because they were 
forced to box in their own city under @ wrong 
interpretation of the Marquis of Queensberry 
rules.” And, he adds, ‘'‘They have been 
marks for every boxer in the land.’’ 

Here are some of the best boxers develeped 
in St. Louis in the last decade, beginning as 
amateurs and now in the game ag profes- 
sionals: George Kirkwood, Leo Kelly, Benny 
McGovern, Oliver Kirk, Billy Gruppe, Harry 
Wade. None of them are champions, that is, 
possessed of a title, but they have all boxed 
away from home, and when and where have 
they heen ‘‘marks for every boxer in the 
land?"*' All of them have more than held 
their own, winning 4 great majority of their 
bouts. Take the case of Benny McGovern 
away from home within the past six months. 
He won from Willie Purcell, Johnny Creeley, 
“Kid” Leeders and Jerry Dalton; lost to 
Knockout Mars the first time and got a ‘draw 
in their second meeting, This is not a bad 
record, by any means. 

Leo Kelly is doing well in the West, 
George Kirkwood mede a name for him- 
gelf in the East, Oliver Kirk is kept busy, 
while Billy Gruppe and Harry Wade have 
far more victorigs to their credit than losses.

“WASHINGTON, Oct.. %.—The Treas- 
ury Department tonight issued the 
finally revised regulations for deduc- 
tion of the new income tax at the 
gource on interest maturing on bonds, 
notes and similar obligations of corpora- 
tions, joint stock companies or asso- 
clations and insurance companies 
classed by the department under the 
general term of ‘“‘debtor’’ for the col- 
lection purposes. 

The promulgation of the regulations 
followed an all-day series of confer- 
ences between Secretary McAdoo and 
his assistants. 

The regulations embody reforms of 


eertificates as to ownership exemption, 


partnership, and are technical in terms. 
Because of the short time allowed for 
the interpretation of the law and the 
fesuance of these regulations, bringing 
the date so near Nov. 1, when the de- 
duction must begin, it is temporarily 
provided that on Nov. 1, 1913, and for, 
16 days thereafter, interest coupons pre- 
sented to a debtor need be accompanied 
only by temporary informa! certificates.

Debtors whose bonds must be reg- 
istered must deduct a tax of 1 per 
cent of interest accruing on all bonds 
before sending out checks for the 
interest to registered owners or be- 
fore paying such interest on interest 
orders until proper certificates claim- 
ing exemption are filed with the 
debtor or fiscal agent. .

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FULLERTON FOUND 


NOT GUILTY OF 
WOMAN'S CHARGES 


Hugh M. Fullerton, Chief Probation 
Officer of the Juvenile Court, was 
acquitteq by the Circuit Judges yes- 
terday of charges preferred by Mrs. 
Rose Allen, 2728 Washington avenue, 
in connection with his administration 
of the Probation Office. 

The charges were based on Fuller- 
ton’s alleged activity in causing Mrs. 
Allen’s children, Etta and Lucille, 12 
and 8 years old, respectively, to be 
taken from her and placed in tempo- 
rary custody of Mr. and Mrs. William 
Abar, who lived in a houseboat at 
the foot of Kraus street. 

The mother asked that Fullerton 
be removed from office. She said that 
because of Fullerton’s influence she 
Was put to great expense, worry and 
trouble in regaining possession of the 
girls. Before she recovered them she 
said she was forced to make a trip to 
Canada, where Abar and his wife had 
gone after Mrs. Allen filed a habeas 
corpus suit for possession of her chil- 
dren. 

Fullerton Conducts Own Defense. 

Mrs. Allen was represented in the 
prosecution by Attorney August 
Walz Jr. Fullerton conducted his own 
Mefense Judge Withrow presided at 
the trial and 11 of the 12 Judges par- 
ticlpated. Fullerton ‘was appointed 
Chief Probation Officer by the Cir- 


cuit Court about three years ago, 
Mrs. Allen complained that Fullerton 


had spoken dispazagingly of her to Etta 
and Lucille and that he recommended 
the girls be placed in custody of Abar, 
knowing Abar had said he had been on 
friendly terms with their mother.

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WARRANTS ACCUSE 
FOUR OFFICERS OF 
PEMISCOT BANK 


John and Frank Cunningham, 
Heads of Old County Institu- 
tion, Arrested. 


CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo., Oct. 25.— 
Warrants were issued here today 
against John Cunningham, president 
of the old Pemiscot County Bank, 
Frank Cunningham, vicepresident, 
A. C. Tindle, cashier, and S. P. Rey- 
nolds, director, on information charg- 
ing them with having received de- 
posits when the bank was insolvent. 
All have been arrested except 
Tindle, who is in Youngstown, O. The 
prisoners arranged for bonds. 

The men, with J. 8S. Wahl, were 
directors in the bank when it failed. 
The informations, in 11 counts, al- 
lege the directors received cer- 
tain deposits while knowing the bank 
was about to fail. 

It is said the action of the bank 
officials in bringing suits against 
Tindle, Tom Ward, Leslie Ferguson 
and their bondsmen, some 10 days 
ago, led to the warrants being is- 
sued. In the suits allegations were 
made that Ward and Ferguson had 
assisted Tindle in wrecking the bank. 
Friends of the young men, it is said, 
caused the counter attack on the 
bank officials. 


Say Commissioner Advised Them. 
The accused officials today said 


that at the time the deposits were 
alleged to have been received the 
Deputy Bank Commissioner was pres- 
ent and that he advised them to re- 
ceive the money. All the money was 
repaid shortly afterward to the per- 
sons making the deposits, the ac- 
cused men said. 

In May the Pemiscot County Bank, 
capitalized at $75,000, was found to 
be in a serious condition. It was 
alleged the cashier was short. The 
Bank Commissioner was notified and 
a deputy closed the institution June 
4. Depositors, it appeared, stood to 
lose about $300,000. 

Tindle is said to have turned over 
all his personal property to J. A, 
Cunningham as trustee for the bank 
officials, the proceeds to be used in 
returning as far as possible the 
missing funds. 


Depositors Paid in Full. 
The officials supplied funds for the 


payment of all the depositors and a 
run on the bank was avoided. 

At the July term of the Circuit 
Court a grand jury investigated the 
failure of the bank and 17 indict- 
ments were returned against Tindle. 
He was arrested and placed under 
bonds of $500 on each count, or 
$8500 in all. 

Since that time he has removed 
from Caruthersville and is now said 
to reside at Youngstown, O. 

No criminal charges were preferred 
against any of the other officials of 
the wrecked bank until the warrants 
were issued today.

Men in Six Weeks. 


“HUSBAND” /TAKES BLAME 


Woman’s Mother, Who Lives 
With Them, However, Says 
Man Is Her Husband. 


Within the last six weeks Mrs. 
\Stella Trelleford of 1516 Singleton 
street, under the name of Ida Mor- 
rison, has formed a correspondence 
acquaintance with 105 men through- 
out the United States and has re- 


ceived nearly 600 letters from them. 
She says she has answered each one 
and that she has received about $300 
from the writers who were corres- 
ponding with her with the intention 
of matrimony. 

Mrs. Trelleford was arrested Fri- 
day night at her home by detectives 
acting under instructions of Post- 
office Inspector Swenson. She was 
indicted March 24 under the name of 
Stella L. Green, but before the in- 
dictment was returned she dissa- 
peared from 905 Chambers street 
where she had been living. She left 
orders for her mai] to be forwarded 
to general delivery, Chicago. A 
large amount of mail accumulated for 
her but she did not call for it and 
the postoffice inspectors had been un- 
able. to find her. 

Identified by Photograph. 

Recently information was _ received 
that a woman at 1616 Singleton street 
was receiving an extraordinary 
amount of mail addressed to Ida Mor- 
rison. Inspector Swenson had a 
photograph of the Green woman and 
when he showed it to the mail carrier 
he identified it as that of Ida Mor- 
rison. 

Mrs. Trelleford, who is the mother 
of two children, kept a ledger in 
which she posted information con- 
cerning the man with whom she cor- 
responded. First the name was re- 
corded, then the street number or the 
R. F. D. number. These were fol- 
lowed by the city and state, the age 
of the man, his wealth, the number 
of letters she had received from him 
and the number of stamps he had 
sent her with which to send replies. 

Six pages in the ledger were filled 
with names she had written there 
in the last six weeks. She had to 
quit her operations last winter be- 
cause some of her suitors were 
threatening to come to St. Louis. 
Inspector Swenson said yesterday 
that after she disappeared from the 
Chambers street address, a number 
of men from all over ‘the: ‘eountry 
called there for her. ~—': 

Mrs. Trelleford got into corre- 
spondence with men by inserting an 
advertisement in a matrimonial paper 
called The Pilot... She described her- 
self as being unmarried, 25 years 
old, 5 feet 3 inches. tall, weighing 
120 pounds and having brown eyes 
and hair and. a plump. form. She 
said she was English-American, a 
Baptist, and -was. employed as a 
housekeeper. The advertisement said 
she wished to correspond with mer 
between the ages of 40 and 75, with 
matrimony as an object. 

Asked Suitors for Money. 

After a number .of letters had 
passed between the woman and a 
suitor, and they had decided they 
were acceptable to each other, the 
correspondence showed, she would 
begin making arrangements for the 
wedding. She always wanted to go 
to the man’s home: When arrange- 
ments were completed she would 
write for money, saying her father 
was out of work. To a number she 
said her baby sister had set fire to 
her clothes and everything she had 
except those she wore at the time 
had been burned. She would ask for 
money to get a new outfit. She told 
others of accidents to her baby sis- 
ter which cost her all the money she 
had, and always, with an apology, 
she would ask for money. 

From George Brott of Tecumseh, 
Néb., one of the witnesses who testi- 
fied against her before the grand jury, 
she asked $50 with which to buy a 
coat and $5 for a few other articles. 
The letter is filled with endearing 
terms. In one letter she speaks of 
the coming marriage and expresses a 
willingness to go to Tecumseh to be 
married. When he became too press- 
ing, she wrote that she was in trou- 
ble and her parents were taking her 
to Chicago. She said she would write 
him from there, but he did not hear 
from her. 

To Fred Beecher of Washburn, 
Wis., she wrote that if he would send 
her $5 she would have her picture 
taken and send it to him. 


“Husband” Takes the Blame. 

Arthur Trelleford, who says he is 
the woman's husband, and is the fa- 
ther of her two children, was arrest- 
ed with her. He at first was taken as 
a witness, but the postoffice officials 
say he devised the matrimonial 
scheme and made the woman carry 
it out. Mrs. Trelleford’s mother told 
the officials that Trelleford was not 
her daughter's husband, but was her 
own hurband. She says Trelleford lost 
his affection for her and bestowed it 
upon her daughter when she was i° 
years old, and since then they have 
lived as husband and wife. The wife 
and mother continued to reside with 
them. Mrs. Trelleford wes permitted 
to go home Saturday on her own 
recognizance, Trelleford tg held for 
the grend jury. He admitted he was 
the originator of the scheme and said 
he would take all the blame. He is 
39 years old. 

At the time of the woman’s arrest 
the detectives found in the house 100 
letters she recently had received: 
from admirers.

Prominent Society Women andi 
Supffragists Crowd Around . 
Militant After Lecture. 


————, 


CLEVELAND, 0O., Oct. 25.—Over 
4000 pecple, a large part of them 
prominent Cleveland society women 
and suffragists, rose and cheered to- 
night when Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, 
the English suffragette leader, 
walked out on the stage at the Cleve- 
land Gray’s Armory. 

Mrs. Pankhurst’s story of the social 
and political wrongs against the 
women of England and of the suf- 
fragettes’s fight for enfranchisement 
brought cheers and applause from the 
crowd, At the close, when she offered 
to answer questions concerning the 
situation in England, most of the 
audience crowded around the stage 
and laughed and cheered at her state- 
ment that “there probably soon would 
be a general election in England, 
which might put a party in power 
that would give women the vote.” 
Mrs. Pankhurst, in an interview this 
morning, said the ultimate object of her 
suffragette campaign is the formation 
of a union of the women of all the world 
in a movement for the advancement of 
their sex. 

Mrs. Pankhurst was found in her ho- 
tel. She had not yet arisen. Her hair 
was done in curl papers and she still 
fore her nightcap. 

“I’ want to make all women realize 
that there is a bond that unites women 
of all lands,” said Mrs. Pankhurst. “I 
want to. make women the world over 
do ag we have done in England—tear 
down all lines of class and organize a 
great international movement to advance 
all women. 

“One of the chief reasons of my 
daughter Christobel’s book, that they 
tried to suppress in New York, Is to tell 
women the true reason why there is 
epposition to giving them the vote. That 
reason is vice, 

“I shall sell that book at my meet- 
ing. I also will sell copies of The Suf- 
fragette, with Christobel's plain facts, 
which Anthony Comstock sein: to sup- 
ere: in New York.” 


U. S. FLEET AT SEA; MAY 
BE ORDERED TO MEXICO 


Nine Ships, Pride of Navy, in 
Touch With Wireless for Pos- 
sible Change in Course. 


- 
NORI'OLK, Va., Oct. 25.—Nine bat- 
tleships, the best in the American 
navy, left Hampton Roads today, os- 
tensibly for the Mediterranean, but 
may receive orders before they reach 
their proposed destination to pro- 
ceed to Mexico. The fleet got under 
way at 1:40 o’clock this afternoon. 
Other than the booming of their own 
guns, there was no noisy celebration 
attending the departure. 
Th Dolphin, bearing Assistant Sec- 
retary Roosevelt and party, led the 
procession to the Virginia capes. Then 
came the Wyoming, Arkansas, Utah, 
Florida, Delaware, Connecticut, Ver- 
mont, Kansas and Ohio. The hospital 
Ship Solace and the colliers Cyclops, 
Orion and Jasen, sent to sea an hour 
before the fleet sailed, were the first 
to pass Cape Henry. 
At the Virginia capes the Dolphin 
“lay to” and signalled “Good-bye” as 
the fleet passed in review. The last 
ship passed by at 3:35 o’clock. 
As the fleet passed wut to sea every 
man on board each ship was lined up 
on deck and the bands played “The 
Star Spangled Banner.” 
In was stated in naval circles the 
fleet will proceed at slow speed un- 
til further orders from Washington. 
Pending advices as to conditions in 
Mexico, the fleet will keep in touch 
with the wireless station at Norfolk 
and Arlington every four hours. 
A wireless received from the Wyo- 
ming tonight reports the fleet 29 
miles below the Capes, weather 
cloudy, moderate sea.

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T will startle river men from St. Paul 
to New Orleans to learn that Capt. 
_ William D. Fluent of Alton, Il, sol- 
emnly avers himself to be a coward. 
He acknowledges that an “inborn 
timidity” causes him to be afraid to 
be out in the dark. Nothing would 
tempt him, he vows, to set foot on the Missouri 
shore opposite Alton after nightfall. 

Yet he has a Carnegie medal for heroism and has 
saved sO many persons from drowning, often at the 
peril of his own life, that he cannot remember their 
number, to say nothing of their names, but estimates 
that he must have performed two or three rescues a 
year since he first began managing a dock 32 years 
ago, below the Bluff Line depot at Alton. Thus be- 
tween 64 and 96 persons owe their lives to the bravery 
of this former river pilot who confesses that darkness 
inspires him with in™ate and irresistible dread. His life- 
saving record is prowably without parallel on inland 
waters. 

The captain’s dual personality, as he calls it, was 
illustrated as early as when he was a stripling of 17 
years, when he made his first rescues—the saving of 
three men on the Illinois River, who must be added to 
his Mississippi River record. He was rowing up the 
river from Hardin to Kampsville on a Christmas day 
at sunset. The air and water were chill, but the river 
was not frozen. 

Suddenly there came to his ears a faint cry for help. 
The glare of the declining sun on the water blinded 
him and he could see nothing. Again and again quavered 
over the river the feeble call for assistance. At last 
he made out an overturned duckboat to which three 
men were clinging. 

His father, according to Fluent, had cautioned him 
against the despair of men in danger of drowning, say- 
ing that in their struggles they often drag down their 
rescuers with themselves. So the boy circled cautiously 
about the boat, but it soon became evident that, the 
men were benumbed and almost powerless to move. 

He rowed alongside, and as his skiff was too small 
to take them aboard, directed them to grasp the gun- 
wales of his craft with their hands, so that he could 
tow them ashore. Their fingers were too cold to keep 
the grip, so he aided them in lapping their elbows over 
the stern of the sviff. 

When they got to the shore the men were unable to 
pull themselves out of the water. Fluent grasped one 
of them and dragged him on the bank. He lay help- 
less where he fell. Mean- 
time the boat drifted 
slowly back with the 
current with the other 
two men clinging to it. 
The boy jumped intc the 
river, swam in pursuit 
of the skiff, overhauled 
it and helped a second 
man to_ shore. He 
reached the third just in 
time, fer -his arms at 
that moment § slipped 
from the gunwale and 
he was sinking. Fluent 
contrived by heroic ef- 


forts to pull him over i. time of the alarm. 
the stern into the boat 


and rowed to the bank. The slender youth was almost 
exhausted by the triple rescue, for all of the men were 
mature and heavy. : 

Along the bank lay the three, at intervals of about 
100 feet apart. The boy ran from one to another, rolling 
them on the sand and chafing their hands. Then he 
built a fire and helped them to crawl beside it. In an 
hour their clothes had dried and a reviving warmth was 
glowing in their bodies. 

Fluent, his task of life-saving accomplished, suddenly 
realized that dusk had fallen. His fright of the dark- 
ness assailed him. He still had 15 miles to row and it 
would be late at night- before he could reach home. It 
was his turn to beseech protection from the men whom 
he had just preserved from death. 

He was afraid to go up the river alone, he told them. 
Would they not be so kind as to walk along the bank 
to keep him company on the way? They grumbled, but 
finally consented, one on condition that their rescuer 
lend him an overcoat. This Fluent gladly did, and they 
started, the men tramping along the shore and the youth 
rowing as close to the bank as he could. 

But not an hour passed before Fluent discovered that 
his companions had abruptly bolted among the trees 
along the shore. He shouted after them, but there 
was no answer. He has never seen the men or his over- 
eoat to this day. When he at last got home that night, 
Capt. Fluent says, he was “half scared to death.” 

This incident reminds the champion live-saver that of 
the scores he has rescued from drowning, not more than 
half a dozen have thought to thank him for the service, 
Their remissness he does not ascribe to ingratitude. but 
to their agitation at the time, He prides himself on the 
fact that he has never accepted a dollar in rewards from 
those whose deaths he has prevented. 

During the last river season Capt. Fluent saved seven

persons from drowning, two 
of whom he rescued about 
two weeks ago. Otis Field 
and Armond J. Rohr were 
out rowing at night and 
their skiff swept over a Mis- 
sissippi dike and overturned. 
They were clinging to the 
dike in deep water when 
Fluent, on his dock, heard 


ing his distaste for the dark- 
ness, he set out in a launch 
and arrived in the nick of time. For the men were be- 
coming wearied out with their struggle against the 
river’s current, which .uttempted to drag them from 
their hold. They were pulled aboard and taken ashore. 
Last spring a boat containing five men capsized in 
Alton harbor, under the bridge. They went drifting 
down the river, hanging on to the bottom of the boat. 
Fluent pursued them in a launch and took them cff. 
The rescue which thrills him most is that of his 
own daughter, Violet, in 1904, when she was 5 years 
old. It was evening, and a crowd of men, women and 
children was preparing to go boating. The little girl 
was on the dock with playmates, and her father thought 
she was still there. But she had run upon Fluent’s 
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he looks much younger 


Capt. Fluent jumped into the 
river and rescued his own daugh- 
ter, not knowing it was she at 


yacht, the “Rosalie,” which was moored alongside. 

“Child overboard!” was the cry that went up sud- 
denly among the throng on the dock. Not knowing it 
was his own daughter, the captain jumped into the 
river without pausing to remove clothes or shoes. As 
he swam downstream he saw, about forty feet ahead of 
him, a golden head rise above the water and then sink, 
as it proved, for the third time. He recognized the child 
as his own Violet. : 

With redoubled strength he dived under the river so 
as to meet the child as she went down. He caught 
her far under the deep water, cradled her in one arm 
end raced with her to the dock. She was apparently 
lifeless, but after a physician had worked over her for 
an hour, her father was rewarded with the assurance 
that she would live. 

State Senator Edmond Beall, former Mayor of Alton, 
was a witness of a rescue conducted by Capt. Fluent 
several years ago. A picnic was being held at River- 
side Park, Alton, and Beall, then famous as the “Stork 
Mayor of Alton,” because of his interest in the bird of 
race perpetuation, was invited to speak. Fluent took 
him and others aboard a launch and started for the 
park. 

In the meantime, the audience had become impatient 
and had dispatched two men in a skiff to hasten the 
Mayor’s arrival. They were City Collector Schneider 
of Alton and Otto Bauer. The launch met the skiff and 
took it in tow. 

For some reason, the men in the skiff took a notion 
to walk to its bow at once. The little craft went 
down stem first and they were thrown into the water, 
which was several feet over their heads, 

There was noisy excitement on the launch as they 
struggled in the water. Sometimes their arms appeared 
above the surface, sometimes their heads, sometimes 
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Capt. William D. Fluent of Alton. Although he is 
their yells for help. Conquer- 54 years old and has been saving lives for 37 years, 
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the‘r feet Fluent 
stopped the larger craft 
and sprang overboard. 
One of the men he got 
aboard the launch with- 
out difficulty, but the 
other seized him about 
the neck with a drown- 
ing man’s frenzied clasp. 
Fluent kicked himself 
free and returned to the 
launch for a life pre- 
server, which he thrust 
into the other’s grasp as 
he was sinking for the 
last time. In a few min- 
utes he, too, was hauled 
aboard and revived. 

It would be repetition 
to describe all of his res- 
cues, even if Capt. Flu- 
ent remembered them 
Sometimes he has him- 
self jumped into the wa- 
ter and pulled a drowning man ashore. Sometimes he 
has set out in his launch and saved a party of men. 
Race, color and previous condition of servitude make 
no difference. Recently a big negro who had fallen 
off a boat in the Alton harbor came floating by Fluent’s 
dock. There was not time to launch a boat, so the 
captain leapei into the water and dragged the black 
out by the wool of his head. The negro was slow in 
coming to. So an undertaker v-ho happened to be pres- 
ent said: “Get a box, boys; ‘he’s a croppie.’”’ Where- 
upon the negro jumped to his feet and fled in terror, too 
busy to thank Fluent for saving his life. 

Then there were two young men who overturned 
their boat.in Alton harbor while frolicking with a New- 
foundland dog. The animal did not display the life-

~ saving faculties which have made its species famous at 


the great St. Bernard hospice. It happened that Fluent 
was on a sandbar nearby and waded and swam out to 
the flloundering castaways. One of th. .n he easily towed 
to land, but the other nearly drowned him before he 
knocked the frantic man insensible and bore him 
ashore. 
from drowning. 

Capt. Fluent is almost as proud of his record of recove 
ering the bodies of drowned persons as he is of saving 
men from drowning—he has never had an opportunity 
to rescue a woman. This summer he recovered his one- 
hundred-and-first body from the river. For this wor 
his total reward was $1, he says—a fee as witness at an 
inquest. 

But whenever a person is drowned in the vicinity, 
Capt. Fluent is always sent for to find the body. 

Louis Calame, a young man well known in Alton, 
was in camp on Slim Island opposite Piasa Chautauqua. 
He began wading out, walted off a stepoff and was 
drowned. A party of searchers worked three days. 
using dynamite, in a vain effort to find the body. Then 
Fluent was sent for. 

He examined the sand formation of the island and 
came to the conclusion that the stepoff was a reef 
under which the current was washing down sand. He 
decided that instead of floating down ‘the river, as the 
others had assumed, the body had been “sanded down” 
hy the water and was lying where it sank. There it 
was found, the pockets filled with sand and the limbs 
covered with the heavy silicate. 

It was in 1905 that John Klausler, 19 years old, was 
drowned at Alton, and Fluent used the strategy of which 
he is proudest in finding the body. Klausler, while 
fancy-skating backwards, fell into an air hole and was 
lost. 


The river was frozen over from bank to bank. But a 
quarter of a mile south there was still another airhole 
When Fluent reached the scene, searchers were prodding 
with poles'into the first airhole. Fluent knew that the 
current beneath the vent was strong and was rolling 
the body southwards along the bottom of the river. 

If hasty measures were not taken, it wou'd probably 
be carried a long distance down the river and might not 
be recovered for months. His solution of the problem 
was ingenious. ; 

He obtained trot lines which, tied together, were a 
fourth of a mile long. To this long cable he and as- 
sistants attached strong lines with fishhooks at inter- 
vals of two feet. One end of the line was tied to a rail. 
which was thrust under the ice at the first airhole. The 
current carried the rail along and soon it emerged at 
the second vent. 

Fluent, on skates, took one end of the line. One of 
his employes, in a rowboat in the second airhole, took 
the other. Together they dragged the line with {ts 
multitude of hooks back and forth across the river. At 
last some of the hooks became firmly snagged. They 
had caught in the clothing of the young man’s body 
1000 feet south of where it fell. jo Md

POSSIBILITIES THAT 
REMAIN TO BE PROVED 


T is not claimed at this time that the larvae 
of an infected green mother-fly is the sole 
medium of infection with poliomyelitis, al- 
though this is now indicated with reasonable 

certainty, precisely as a certain species of mos- 
quito is known to be alone responsible for yellow 
fever infection. 

There may be other mediums for poliomyelitis 
infection, and it is possible, as in ce:tain other 
diseases carried from the lower to the higher or- 
der of creation, that poliomyelitis now may have 
become “humanized,” as science expresses it, and 
thereby made capable of infection by what is 
known as “face-to-face transmission.” 

These possibilities, nowever, remain to be proved. 
What is now proved is that limber neck in ae 
the orizinating cause of poliomyelitis in human be- 
ings, and that the iridescent-green mother-fly, in- 
fected with limber neck, is the only medium that 
carries the infection to human beings. The fly 
intensifies its own original infection with a toxin 
of the utmost virulence, generated within itself, 
and this intensified infection is then conveyed to 
human beings in the fly’s larvae, deposited on 
articles of human food.

Dr. Roland Meisenbach of the medical department of 
the University of Buffalo, N. Y., now announces 
through the New York World that he has confirmed by 
exhaustive research work the discovery of Dr. Edward 
W. Saunders of St. Louis that infantile paralysis is an 
infectious disease, communicated to children by the 
larvae of flies infected from chickens suffering from 
limber neck. 

To what extent the experiments have proceeded or 
how much farther they wil) be carried Dr. Meisenbach 
refuses to say. He simply affirms the discovery made 
by the St. Louis physician. 

“We have confirmed the discovery and are still at 
work on our experiments,” says Dr. Meisenbach. “We 
are very busy with the work, and a full account of it 


_ seon will be published in the report of the Hygiene Con- 


gress. 

Dr. Saunders in St. Louis has received a personal Ict- 
ter from Dr. Meisenbach concerning the confirmation 
of his discovery thus announced in. Buffalo, but Ge- 
clines to give publicity to its details unti] the official 
report of the Buffalo experiments shall have been pub- 
lished. 

The great St. Louis discovery thus confirmed by the 
research work of the University of Buffalo, an institu- 
tion of the highest scientific authority, the activities of 
its medical depaitment dating back to 1846, is made par- 
ticularly significant by reason of the fact that it almcst 
exclusively indicts one medium of infection as the sv'e 
cause of infantile paralysis. 

While the scientific world, properly cautious, may still 
suspect one or two other mediums of infection, the 
only demonstrated truth now is that the infection is 
carried from the lower to the higher order of living 
creatures by the larvae of flies. 

The fly thus indicted as being responsible for the crip- 
pling of many thousands of children is a mother-fly, 
iridescent-green in color and curiously sluggish in

“It so happens that I have 
lived in snakeinfested 
parts of the country, and, 
in my time, I have treated 
many cases of snake bite. I 
have lost but one case. In- 
fantile paralysis is a far 
more serious matter.” 

Keep this utterance .n 
mind as you read this story. 
Remember also that the 
“criminal fly” is easily 
identified. It is about the 
same size as the common house fly and smaller than the 
stable fly. Its different color alone would serve to 
identify it. But just as surely is it to be identified by 
its strangely sluggish movements, in marked contrast 
with the liveliness of the ordinary house fly and of the 
biting stable fly. And it is most irresistibly attracted 
by the odors of meat, of cheese or of boiled cabbage. 

If a monkey is powerfully infected with the “limber- 
neck” germ found in the larvae of an infected mother 
fly, it will die within a few hours of paralysis of the 
respiratory organs, its death preceded by dreadful suf- 
fering.

| AWARD OF CREDIT FOR 
SAUNDERS DISCOVERY 


T is insisted that the laboratory and research 
department of Bethesda Hospital in St. Louis 
is entitled to a considerable share of the 
credit for Dr. Saunders’ discovery. 

Bethesda has some notable scientific achieve- 
ments already to its credit. Foremost among these 
is its discovery, in 1891, that the high sterilization 
of milk (sterilization by extreme heat) was the 
cause of “rickets’’ and other diseases of malrutri- 
tion among children, the high sterilization utterly 
destroying the nutritive qualities of the milk.

The position in which he thus placed himself 
was eerious, remembering the jealcus solicitude with 
which scientific authority is guarded and that Dr. 
Saunders himself, utterly lacking the audacity of the

But it now was imperative that he should stand firm- 
ly for the truth as he saw it.

POWERFUL ANTI-TOXIN 
REMEDY MAY BE FOUND 
T may be that a powerful antitoxin, capable of 
overcoming the paralysis of poliomyelitis, 
commonly known as infantile paralysis, now 
will be discovefed. 

This already has been done in the case of tetanus 
and of rabies, the two diseases linked by Dr. 
Saunders with poliomyelitis as constituting “the 
horrid, mysterious trio” of diseases that are not 
originally human, that come from the earth, and 
that are secret in their origin. But the problem 
confronted in poliomyelitis is more difficult. 

Its greater difficulty is due to the fact that there 
is no warning of the approach of the disease. The 
first indication of the existente of poliomyelitis 
is the paralysis itself. All other symptoms follow, 
instead of preceding, the paralysis. Nor is there 
any advance knowledge of the fact of infection or 
suspected infection. Therefore, the treatment for 
the disease does not begin until paralysis already 
has taken place. 

It is hoped, however, that medical science may 
be equal to the task of nullifying the terrible han- © 
dicap thus placed in the way of curative treatment.

“A child living in Cairo, Ill., had poliomyelitis in the 
month of May, and investigation showed that there was 
no other case in the city at the time.

With the as- 
sistance of Dr. Wisdom of 
DeQueen, Ark., where an 
epidemic of infantile par- 
alysis had followed a para- 
lytic epizootic among ‘chickens, Dr. Saunders had ob- 
tained the larvae of mother flies infected with limber 
neck. This larvae, placed in glycerine, had then been 
fed to monkeys, guinea pigs and rabbits and hypo- 
dermically given to chickens. The chickens, monkeys 
and guinea pigs developed paralysis. Old rabbits alone 
showed no ill effect. Very young rabbits could be in- 
fected. The guinea pigs contracted a sort of limber 
neck, making them unable to hold up their heads, pre- 
cisely as was the case with the chickens. One of the 
chickens also was paralyzed in one leg and one wing. 
The monkey used at the demonstration before the St. 
Louis Medical Society, and to which an unusually large 
dose of the infected fly larvae had been given, died of 
respiratory paralysis before the very eyes of the pbhysi- 
cians to whom Dr. Saunders’ proofs thus were being 
submitted. 

Dr. Saunders urges a world-wide campaign for the 
extermination of the fly, as far as that ua. be possible, 
and for the complete exterminatior ..- the buzzard— 
which easily may be accomplished—.. vertaps the lead- 
ing factor in the infecting of flies with the germ of lim- 
ber neck, second only to the infection caused by flies 
feeding on the carcasses of the dead limber-neck chick- 
ens themselves.

“There has as yet been no effort made to exterminate 
the fly in the rural districts,” he says, “and no suc- 
cessful effort in the cities, although we have the ex- 
amples of England and Bohemia to guide us—ecountries 
which are almost free of flies, and which, by the way, 
have escaped the terrible epidemics of poliomyelitis.

H. Brown a committee to 
receive contributions for 
the infan. le paralysis re- 
search fund, the Night and 
Day Bank also being au- 
shorized to receive such 
sontributions. All research 
work up to this point had 
heen done at Dr. Saunders’ 


held that the disease origi- 
nated as infantile paralysis 
and that then, communi-

demonstrated truth now is precisely to the contrary. 
When Dr. Saunders first made public his dawning 
belief in this truth, in a paper read before the general 
session of the Missouri State Medical Association at its 
fifty-sixth annual meeting, held in St. Louis May 13-15 
last, it was not a fully demonstrated truth. But, feeling 
that he was on the right track, he was resolved to force 
his thought upon the attention of other investigators. 
“The statement of Bruns,” said Dr. Saunders at that 
time, “that poliomyelitis is often attended by great 
mortality amongst fowls would seem to indicate that 
he considered the poultry disease as secondary to that 
of humaa beings, but the doctrine of probabilities 
would negative this theory; for it is safe to say that 
there are a thousand fowls carried off by limber neck 
throughout the country for every case of poliomyelitis 
occurring during the fly season. In two instances at 
least I have established clearly that the poultry epidemic 
was antecedent to the occurrence of the cases of infan- 
tile paralysis. It is far more likely that, if there be any 
connection between the two diseases, the so-called lim-

At the same time the 
University of Buffalo, N. 
Y., amply supplied with 
funds, took up the investigation through Dr. Meisen- 
bach of its medi.al department, its first demonstration, 
similar to that made by Dr. Saunders, having been 
conducted last August before the International Congress 
of School Hygiene, then in ‘session there. Dr. Wisdom 
went on to Buffalo to assist in this demonstration, 
which was most successful and convincing. Since that 
time the medical department of the University of Buf- 
falo has been conducting a series of experiments in this 
same field. The United States Government, through 
Dr. Blue, Surgeon-General of the army, also has taken 
up the investigation. A universal confirmation of Dr. 
Saunders’ discovery now seems certain. 

Thus does it become likely that this same Dr. Edward 
W. Saunders of St. Louis, long known as a healer of

Officer, Kills Himself Because the 
Kaiser Forbids Their Marriage— 
Five Years Later She Falls in Love 
With a Rich Banker’s Son and 
Takes Her Own Life Because Her 
Father Refuses to Permit Them 
to Wed. 


T exactly 5 o’clock the maid knocked at 
the door of the Princess Sophia. it 
was a loud knock, for Her Highness 
had warned the girl that she would 
sleep deeply. The servant made an- 
other noise, then crept away in the 
early dawn. 

“I'll let her sleep till 6,” she whispered to herself. 
“Why should a royal Princess get up at 5? Perhaps I 
misunderstood the hour.” 

Then she went below to the kitchen, where the half- 
dozen poorly paid servants of the impoverished Prince 
of Saxe-Weimar were waiting ‘to tell her the gossip 
of the household. She was a new maid and poorly in- 
formed. 

The Princess Sophia, it seemed, locked herself in her 
room every night with a tragedy. The tragedy con- 
cerned the ultimate necessity of royal houses—money 
and that ultimate luxury of royal Princesses—love. 
A handsome Lieutenant had shot himself for the sake 
of the Princess Sophia in Athens five years before. 
He was so poor that the father of the infatuated girl, 
an impecunious fourth cousin of the Saxon monarch, 
refused to consider an. alliance, and in Heidelberg that 
very day a younz Baron was lodged whose proposal had 
been rejected as decisively. The Baron’s father was 
the most influential banker in Germany, his contri- 
bution to the sinking fortunes of Prince Wilhelm of 
Saxe-Weimar would look like open barter; the Grand 
Duke himself had forbidden it. The second lover of 
the Princess Sophia was, in short, too rich. 

The kitchen gossip added many details about the 
royal girl whose heart had broken under the iron dis- 
cipline of her caste. She had looked rebéllious of late. 
Five years before she had broken an alliance with a 
middle-aged, dissipated cousin, decreed by her rela- 
tives as worthy of her hand. At 27 she was nervous, 
embittered. Heidelberg society saw her rarely. Only 
her personal servants realized her natural warmth of 
heart nowadays. Housed in the same castle with her 
family, she had estranged herself. 

The new maid pondered. It crossed her mind. that 
the fettered, beautiful Princess of Saxony might be 
glad to exchange her lot in life with that of her maid. 
Suddenly she remembered that upstairs the Princess 
Sophia still slept. 

The little servant battered her thumbs black and blue 
against the chamter door before she gave up. No one 
stirred inside. As a last resort she peered through 
the keyhole. Then the peasant girl saw the Princess 
Sophia’s answer to the imperial decree that had sepa- 
rated her tortured heart from her first lover because 
he was too poor and from her second because he was 
too rich. 

The Princess Sophia had killed herself. Just be- 
yond the door was stretched a white hand clutching a 
pistol. 

Thus runs the most modern of fairy stories. For 
the sorrows of the Princess Sophia were as real as her 
suicide in Heidelberg on Sept. 17, 1913. They were as 
real as the bullet which Lieut. Hans Edler Zu Putlitz 
sent through his brain in Athens in 1908 for love of her, 
and as real as the grief which the young Baron von 
Bleichroeder carried to Prince Wilhelm’s door on the 
day of his daughter’s funeral—a door from which the 
Baron was turned away. For Hans von Bleichroeder 
was not merely rich; he was a Jew, recently ennobled, 
who refused to renounce his faith. The house of Saxe- 
Weimar will not even acknowledge, at this date, that 
the match with the Baron was considered. 

Departures from royal dignity have been frequent in 
the house of Saxe-Weimar for nearly a century, ever 
since the family became a mere 
collateral branch of the royal house 
of Saxony, unsupported by wealth 
or real power. Two of the men— 
Sophia’s uncle, Duke Bernard, and 
her brother, Prince Hermann— 
have escaped from the empty court 
life into happy private marriages. 
Another, Prince Wilhelm himself, 
father of the unhappy Princess 
Sophia, fled to America in his 
youth, served as a riding master, 
clerk, book agent and even as a 
restaurant waiter in New York, but 
was finally persuaded to return to 
Germany, marry his second cousin, 
and live on a small pension from 
the head of the house. The women 
of the family have remained in 
the velvet prison which the 
Kaiser provides fog all his

The Prince 
was staying with his fam- 
ily at a hotel in Rome, be- 
ing too poor to afford a 
palazzo or even a retinue. 
The introduction occurred 
at a hotel entertainment. 
The attachment between 
the dashing young dragoon 
and the romantic Princess 
was no _ sooner noticed 
than Sophia was whisked 
off to the Riviera by her 
parents and the long arm 
of the Kaiser reached out 
to assign Zu Putlitz to a 
minor post at the embassy 
in Athens. 

The pair never saw each 
other again. The betrotlial 
of Sophia to a princely 
cousin, rich and recently 
widowed, was announced 
forthwith. Years passed 
in her efforts to escape 
that match—years during 
which there was a steady 
flow ‘of love letters be 
tween Athens and Heidel- 
berg. Sophia succeeded in 
getting the engagement 
annulled early in 1908, 
after a personal visit to 
the Grand Duke of Saxony 
and many letters to the 
Kaiser. The news arrived 
in Athens one day too late. 
The previous night Edler 
Zu Putlitz had put a bul- 
let through his brain, leav- 
ing a letter of farewell to 
the Princess Sophia. 

One distinguished 
mourner followed the body 
of the young Lieutenant 
to the grave. It was the 
Crown Princess of Greece,

von Bleichroeder appeared. He was the youngest mem- 


ber of the great Jewish banking house; which, it is said; 
made possible the Prussian victory over France in 1870. 
His title of Baron has been in the possession of the 
family a much shorter time than the millions. Every- 
one knew, in fact, that it had been conferred on his 
father because of them. Hans von Bleichroeder was 
ardent, handsome and intellfgent. He had a vigor that 
even Edler Zu Putlitz lacked. Sophia fell in love with 
him straightaway.

*-hirred. The Bleichroeder millions would place the 
troublesome Saxe-Weimar -family in a position which 
the male members would be less likely to dese:t—at the 
first beckoning of happiness—-as private citiz2ns. The 
match was sanctioned by the shrewd Kaiser, pending 
the consent of the Grand Duke of Saxony, head of the

house. The Bleichroeder clan, elated and breathless, 
sent impetuous Hans to New York, where he passed two 
years in Wall street as an employe of Messrs. Kissel, 
Kinnicut & Co., international bankers, A year passed, 
then the young Baron von Bleichroeder returned from 
foreign parts—and was not received by Prince Wilhelm 
of Saxe-Weimar. 

The estrangement from her family of the Princess 
Sophia began from that moment. On Sept. 10 Prince 
Wilhelm was startled by an ugly rumor from Paris, 
whence the Princess and her mother had gone on a 
shopping trip. A gypsy’s child had been killed in the 
forest of Fontainbleau by a motor car belonging 
Baron von Bleichroeder. The car had been driven not 
by the Baron, however, who sat with the Princess of 
Saxe-Weimar in a rear seat, but by the Princess Sophia 
herself. 

There is no record of the interview that took place 
between Prince Wilhelm, his wife and his daughter, 
when the royal ladies returned from France. The house- 
hold observed merely that the Princess Sophia kept to 
her room. On Sept. 17 the timid little servant saw 
through a keyhole the answer of the Princess Sophia to 
her father, to the Grand Duke of Saxony and to the 
hard compulsions of her rank. She had ended the long 
struggle with a bullet. 

Hans von Bleichroeder remains in Heidelberg. He 
has sought an interview with Prince Wilhelm, desiring 
the return of his love letters. Prince Wilhelm declines 
to receive him, refuses even to reply. From the stand-

INSTALIMENT. 
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S rezards most legislation, even that af- 
fecting jabor and the forests, I sot on 
fairly well with the machine. But on 
the two issues in which “big business”’

“This gives the ladies on either side ~an 
opportunity to inquire ‘Why?’ which they do 
simultaneously, with artfully simulated inter- 
est.

to ‘make up a party.’ No one who is of any im- 
portance has time to go yachting with the rich. There 
are too many interesting things in life. The conspicu- 
ously rich do not hold themselves aloof because they 
want to. They are the real outcasts.” 

With these experiences and opinions, Turner con- 
fesses he has lost his taste for society completely. “It 
must be because I have become “‘blase,” he explains. “It 
must be that, because I remember when, some ten years 
ago, I went with enthusiasm to dinners presided over 
by women of: grace-and tact and breeding, where | 
found men of culture and wit and sympathy—or so 
they seemed to me—but no doubt that was the effect of 
the rose-colored glasses of youth, for, as everyone knows, 
the St. Louis of today is socially far ahead of the town 
of 10 years since.” | 

Acknowledging himself a “failure” as a society man, 
Turner with equal wit relates his “failure” as a busi- 
ness man. He was secretary to the general manager 
of a large trunk line in St. Louis. The chief clerk, 
Turner thought, was making too liberal a use of his pass 
privileges and wrote him a letter to that effect, which 
he asked the general manager to sign. He did so, and 
wrote at the bottom: “We want ‘quid pro con’ for 
every pass issued-from your office.” The general man- 
ager was very proud of his Latin. 

Turner lost his interest in railroading one morning 
when, after enormous all-night exertions by an army 
of men, a special train was made ready for the presi- 

dent of the road. That functionary, in a 

dressing gown and smoking a cigar, dis- 

mounted from his car at 7 a. m., when it 

arrived from the north, and seeing men work- 

ing feverishly to complete the stocking of the 

private dining car, remarked: “These things 
should be attended to at the-proper time.” 

“IT never will know what induced me to go into the 
stock brokerage business,” Turner continues. “I met 
a friend at lunch one day, and that afternoon I was a 
broker. I was expected to go up to a customer who was 
studying the board and advise him to buy or sell a cer- 
tain stock, about which I didn’t know, and couldn't 
know, more than the man in the moon. I didn't mind 
doing it, but to ask me to keep a straight face was too 
much. I always expected the customer to say: ‘Why 
don’t you buy it?’ but none ever did. Perhaps that 
wouldn’t be ethical in the stock bfokerage business. 

“I tried real estate after that. This is a business in 
which you sell your goods for one price and put an- 
other in the deed, which you advertise in the papers as 
the correct price. When you are not doing this you 
are engaged in the congenial task of evicting tenants 
who can’t pay the rent, or foreclosing mortgages. I 
didn’t enthuse over the real estate business.” 


There followed a year or two of idleness, and then 
Turner, for amusement, purchased in Massachusetts a 
steam carriage. It was, he declares, the first automobile 
the people of St. Louis had ever seen. This led to his 
ta' ing a branch agency for the manufacturer. 

“It was perfectly marvelous the way those thines 
sold,” he says. “Sober, solid business men would jour- 
ney up to my little store on Twelfth street and pay 
seven gr eight hundred dollars for a toy that was not 
only useless but positively dangerous. 

“Before I knew it 1 was in business again, up to my 
ears. Then the gasoline car came. I think I was the 
first local possessor of one of these devil’s devices. And 
the business grew and grew until it got to be a horrible 
bore.”’ 

So annoying became the press of business that Turner 
fled to the Adirondacks. On his return he found that 
his manager had incurred large bills and “that some 
of our rich patrons were not paying their accounts with 
the alacrity that might be expected from the owner of a 
$100,000 home.” 

So he decided to let his creditors operate the business. 
Thus ended his commercial career. 

Nat Goodwin, whom Turner describes as “an actor, 
though better known as the husband of his country,” 
once remarked to him anent an unfair criticism: “You 
have to go to St. Louis to discover you're 
rotten.” 

“Oh, pshaw, Nat,” Turner replied, “It is 
better, as Caesar says, to be first in a village 
than second in Rome.” 

“If you're first in St. Louis,” replied the 
actor, “you'll be last in Rome, or anywhere else,” then 
added in his dry way, “that is, if you hustle.” 

“St. Louis is short on dilletantes and court jesters like 
myself,” continues Turner, “and be it remembered that 
no one save the court jester may tell the King the 
truth. If the stolid citizens were really clever thev’d 
endow me on condition that I never leave the city lim- 
its.

HAT is the greatest diamete? 

of the earth? The form of 

the earth is that of a flat- 

tened spheroid, greater in di- 
ameter at the equator than at the poles, 
but this is modified by the accidents of 
its surface. 

Prof. L. Henkel of Schulpferda says 
the greatest diameter of the earth is 
that taken from the summit of Mount 
Chimborazo in Ecuador, 20,136 feet above 
the sea level. This, he says, emerges at 
the antipodes on a high point on the 
north coast of Sumatra. This diameter 
is 7929.3 miles. 


The Equator ts the dotted linc; the 
longest diameter ts the black line. 


The earth’s smallest radius is that from 
the center to the North Pole, but it is 
mot certain that the line through the 
poles is the smallest diameter, because 
It 
might be found that a line a little -dis- 
tance from the peles, which would emerge 
at the sea level at each end, would be 
even shorter than the polar diameter. 
Such a line would be found from a point 
in the Arctic Ocean between Spitzbergen 
and Greenland to a point just off the 
coast of the Antarctic Continent in the 
big bay overlooked by Mount Erebus, 


~ in about 175 degrees to 180 degrees east 


and 75 degrees to 80 degrees south. 
This would be a pretty problem to set 
a class of high schools boys: To find the 


_earth’s shortest diameter, giving them a 


large globe and the very latest map of 
the Anatartic regions to work with. 

It would also be interesting to set such 
a class to verifying Prof. Henkel’s fig- 
ures. The present writer is inclined to 
believe the diameter taken from the sum- 
mit of Mount Chiles in Colombia, 15,900 
feet above the sea, might be greater than 
that from the summit of Chimborazo, 
for a careful study of the maps indi- 
cates that at its antipodes it would 
emerge at a higher point in Sumatra 
than the Chimborazo line. The latter 
would emerge in 1% north latitude, 101 
east longitude, which point is in the 
marshes on the plateau near Serentang. 
The line from Mount Chiles would emerge 
at 1 south latitude, 102% east longitude, 
which is on the northeastern slope of the 
Barisan mountains at an elevation of 
about 4000 feet. Which of these lines is 
the longer depends upon the elevation 
of their respective antipodes; Chimbor- 
azo is more than 4000 feet higher than 
Chiles. so the Chiles line would have to 
emerge that much above sea level.

HAT decayed teeth are the cause 

of rheumatism and gout is the 

latest theory of the doctors.

Our Sirangely Wedded Senses— 
Taste and Smell 


7 E think we know all about tast- 
ing and smelling, but these 
are the most elusive senses 


and so closely allied that they 
have been called the ‘‘Wedded Senses.” 
If you wish to be convinced of the close- 
ness of their connection notice the next 
time you have a severe cold in the head 
and ascertain how little taste you get 
from your food, even though it be the 
most “tasty.” 

In fact flavor and odor are great puz- 
z'es to all of the physical investigators. 
The preponderance of evidence points to 
the suggestion that all taste and odor is 
brought about by chemical changes in 
the ends of the nerves having to do with 
these sensations. Smell has been termed 
“taste at a distance” and the way in 


but if it touch any spot between these 
it is not tasted at all. The filiform pa- 
pililae are at the tip of the tongue and at 
the sides and each one contains special 
aste “buds,” which dissor. something 
of the substance put on them and trans- 
fer the sensation to the underlying nerve 
of taste.

which anything is appreciated by the 
cells of taste and smell ‘are precisely 
alike: The infinitely small particle that 
reaches the nose must first be dissolved 
in the mucous covering of the olfactory 
bulb before its odor can be caught and 
transferred to the end of the olfactory 
nerve. The same is the case with the 
thing that is to be tasted. It, toc, is 
dissolved in the juices of the mouth and 
then makes its way to some one or more 
of the taste cells, when the chemical 
change takes place, which sets up a sen- 
‘sttion in the gustatory nerve, and 
we really taste the substance and an- 
nounte to ourselves or others how it 
tastes. 

Most persons think that as the tongue 
is the chief organ of taste you could 
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In taste and smell ali*e all individuals 
differ. The same food does not taste 
precisely the same to any two individ- 
uals, any more than the same perfume 
smelig the same. There is a _ general 
resemblance, but the expert who has 
trained his sense of smell or taste per- 
ceives finer distinctions than the per- 
son who has given little attention to these 
special senses and their development. Ar- 
guments are of no avail, as was recog- 
nized in the popular and ancient proverb: 
“There is no disputing about tastes.” 
There is no scientific explanation of the 
fact that one person likes onions and 
another abliors them. Some persons are 
fond of olives only after they have cul- 
tivated the taste. The only suggestion of 
an explanation is that in some persons 
the chemical changes brought about by 
onions or olives are pleasing, while in 
others they are offensive. It is the gus- 


in elevation, that is to say, they show the path of 
flight as it appears from the side of the machine.

Fig. 1 shows an absolutely vertical 
dive followed by a flattening out upside 
down.

The third contortion involves the use 
of the warp as well as the elevator. 
Falling vertically head down as before 
and turning on his back, Pegoud warps
